Whereas, At the biennial session 'of 


the legislature for the year 191X, an 
amendment to the constitution was 
proposed and agreed to by a majority 
o£ the members elected to each of the 
two houses, which proposed amend- 
ment Is as follows: 


"Resolved by the senate, the assem- 


bly concurring, That Article XIII of 
the constitution be amended by add- 
ing thereto a new section to read: 


Section 12. The legislature ghall 


provide for the removal by recall from 
office, by tho qualified electors of the 
elsctorial dfatrlct in which any officer 
is elected, of every public officer in 
the state of Wisconsin 
holding an 


elective office, 
except 
Judicial 
offi- 


cers;" now, therefore, be it 


Resolved by the senate, the assem- 


bly concurring, that the foregoing pro- 
posed amendment to tho constitutiin 
of the state of Wisconsin be, and the 
same is hereby agreed to by this legis- 
lature. 


Note. — (If adopted, this amendment 


will enable the legislature to pass a 
law providing for the recall of all offi- 
cers, including elective constitutional 
officers, but not Including judicial offi- 
cers.) - *

tern of law making which

the Soccialist. 
The referendum 
is 
merely a veo power exercised by the 
people. Standing alone there la no. 
objection to It. It is only when It Is 
coupled with the initiative that it be-! 
comes a harmful method ol proced- 
ure."The recacll is objectionable 
be- 
cause it subjects every officer lo an 
attack by any noisy coterie of poli- 
ticians. Under, such a system it will 
be impossible for the public to enlist 
the services of desirable men for pub- 
lic positions. 


Proposed Amendments. 
"Two amendments 
are 
proposed, 
permitting the state to engage in the 
general 
insurance 
business. 
The 
amendments provide that 'the 11 mita- 
tions or restrictions provided in the 
constitution shall not apply to this 
subject.' This means that the pro- 
hibitions in the constitution against 
the state going Into debt shall be nul- 
lified insofar as this insurance project 
is concerned. If these amendments 
are adopted, or either of them, the 
state may write insurance policies, 
eacch contracct becoming a liability 
to the people. The state now has ab- 
solute control of the insurance com- 
panies, and the Interests of the peo- 
ple will be beter served by permitting 
insurance companies to carry on that 
business under state control."

| terns at four levels. The new station 
| will have 11 different entrances. 


Prance has given more attention to 


Its canal system than any other coun- 
try In the world, and in the last IB or 
20 years a great deal of money has 
been expended on the renewal and ex- 
tension of the old canals and the build- 
ing of new ones. Just at present -work 
is being conducted on an underground 
canal, which will give access to the 
Mediterranean. It will be about four 
and a half miles in length and will 
comprise part of a waterway from 
Aries to Marseilles, a distance of about 
60 miles. On the course lies the large 
lake known as Etang de Berre, which 
will be reached by open canal. From 
the lake to Marseilles a mountain 
chain cuts off the way, so that tho 
canal must be run in tunnel from here 
to the sea. As the underground canal 
needs to be large section, this repre- 
sents quite an undertaking and will 
use most of the $15,000,000 allotted for 


I the canal enterprise. A circular arch 


i section is used, with narrow towpath 


on each side, the width of the section 


I being 73 feet and height 61 feet, so 
. that Its section will be eijyht times 


that of the Paris subway. The canal 
Itself occupies a rectangular section 
10 feet deep and 60 feet wide. At pres- 
ent this work is under way and will 
represent some 2,000,000 cubic feet of 
rock excavated and emptied Into the 
»ea. Electric cables bring over 2,000 
horsepower for the drills and other 
machines, besides the electric locomo- 
tives for spoil traini.
